To Take Tracks 


from Railroad Street. 


A 
new 
freight itation 
w ill 
be 
erected ny the Philadelphia and Read­ 
ing 
Railroad a t Gettysburg 
during 
the nest few month*. It w ill he placed 
on the 
land owned 
by the railroad, 
situated im m ediately aouthweat of the 
college ground* and w ill be reached 
by the drivew ay, 
constructed during 
the peat few years, 
from W ashington 
street. 
The new building will entirely sup- 
plant the old w hich is to be rented to 
tome business establishm ent,a num ber 
of Arms having sought to secure it for 
their purposes. 
The railroad w ill ask 
Council to allow them 
to put up a 
frame structure and not adhere to the 
requirem ent of 
the ordinance paused 
last year which prohibits building* of 
that size to be constructed of 
inflam ­ 
mable m aterial. 
On Wednesday afternoon J. L. Butt. 
Robert E. W ible and 
John D. Keith. 
a specially appointed committee of town 
council, met the following official* of 
the Philadelphia and

came here by special train to go over

Atlantic City, N. J., July ll.—Gov 
ernor Woodrow Wilson made two ad 
dresses here. One was at the corner 
stone laying of the Y. M. C. A. build 
ing; the other bet ore the national con 
vention of building and loan associa 
Gone. 
W hat Atlantic City lacks and needi- 
most is moral pride, was the opinior 
expressed by the governor, addressing 
a throng of 5000 persons at the laying 
of the corner stoue. It was the Demo 
era tic nominee’s first appearance or 
the platform since the Baltimore eon 
vention anu the crowd cheered him. 
“ I am speaking to those who live 
here,” he said, “and not the strangers 
within your gates. What Atlantic City 
needs most is moral pride. A man is 
ashamed to he caught in a dirty trick 
and a community ought to be ashamed 
to be caught in a dirty practice." 
The 
governor was introduced by 
John Wanamaker, former postmastei 
general, who referred to his as a "plain 
man and a learned statesman.” 
“No man organized the Y. M. C. A 
for his own benefit,” Mr. Wilson said. 
“No man ever expected if he were a 
true man, that he would reap even a 
spiritual benefit from it. The vitally, 
mg force of this great association in 
that men forget themselves and try tc 
serve others. 
“We have been taught through Its 
instrumentality that it is the duty of 
all men to work for the common good 
to put our moral assets into one com­ 
mon 
investment and to obtain that 
most beautiful of all usury, the com 
mon elevation of mankind. 
"You can test the modern oommunl 
ty by the degree of its interest in the 
V. M. C. A. 
I say that advisedly, and 
tot to contrast the Y. M. C. A. with 
any of the great churches which hold 
lut Christian loyalty. But unfortunate 
ty those churches do not unite us, and 
theer is a common benefit we get from 
them all through the Y. M. C. A. There 
is something a little alarming to real 
ize that we are more moral when 
united than when separated. 
"One of the great dangers of At 
(untie ('tty is that so many men come { 
here so tar from their homes that they 
believe no home folks are around to 
watch them. 
They are too apt to ad 
jouru their morals and have a fling lf 
they only thought that the people at 
home 
were 
here they would keep 
steady." 
Governor Wilson later 
made what 
was tantamount to a political address 
to the United States League of Build­ 
ing and loan abacist ions. 
Neitl ei 
Hie governor s speech nor his manner 
was such as to fire a radical Republi 
can or Democrat. 
“A prodigal is an outlaw,” he as 
serted. He added that a friend of hi* 
who had made "economic surveys” had 
assured him in one great industrial 
oui in unity he had found barely 2 |*et 
cent of the workers "could eat U> 
morrow unless they worked today.” 
The Demo* rat ic- nominee, as if to 
administer another shark to his pros

supixrrters declared 
that the re ponslbility of tieing gov­ 
ernor was ever on his mind. 
"How a man could be governor of 
a great commonwealth and not feel a

Ntzam 
became Grand Vizier of Persia. 
He 
gave a court pension to Omar (who la

Khayyam, author of "The Rubaiyat”), 
and to H assan he offered high office. 
H assan used Nizam as a stepping 
atone to his own success, then mur* 
dered him and his son. 
Next he captured a series of moun­ 
tain fortresses In Hr ria. Egypt and 
.Persia and began bls terrlbls ruts 
He Induced young men to Join him by 
Inviting them to his castle, 
drugging 
them with hashish and letting them 
come to their senses In a wonderfully 
beautiful 
garden. 
There, 
after 
a 
glimpse of tbe place’s delights, they 
were again drugged and carried bach 
to the castle. 
On coming to their 
aeneas they were told they had really 
visited Paradise In a vision and that 
all its joys should one day be their* 
lf they would serve Haaaan faithfully. 
These fanatics were sent forth to 
slay all H assan’s foes o? any 
other 
persons whom he thought it beet to 
get rid of. 
The Old M an’s name be 
cam e a horror, everywhere. 
The Sultan strove to crush Hassan 
—and was m ysteriously killed. Other 
potentates sought the assassin's d a 
structlon 
Each met with a like fate. 
Armed forces of the governm ent were 
driven back from the strong mountain 
castles. 
Individual foes died, leaving 
no clue to their slayers. 
No prscau 
tion could save a victim. 
From his 
eyrie on the hilltops the grim old man 
of the m ountains sent forth bis mur 
derous em issaries on their fearful mis 
slons. 
For a man m arked by them 
for death there was no hope. 
Once, 
th e Sultan, HanJar, who had vowed 
the assassin’s ruin, 
awoke 
in 
the 
m orning to find a dagegr sticking in

Bake In gem pans about twenty 
minutes. 


Baked Halibut Steaks. 
Trim the steaks, lay them on a roast­ 
ing pan and for two pounds use one 
cup of cream, one teaspoonful of flour, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one tea­ 
spoonful of salt and one teaspoonful 
of pepper. 
Dredge the steaks with 
the flour, add the seasoning and dot 
with the butter, then pour over the 
cream and bake fifteen minutes In a 
quick oven.
